On Freeway Plans 


The city council Tuesday night 
de:ided to ask representatives of the 
state Division of Highways to at- 
terd e¢ discussion of the present pro- 
posed Bayshore freeway extension 
plans some time after March 10.

A boundary decision by the Unit- 
ed States courts in 1856 ceprived 
Martin of his land. He had pur- 
chased it while California was still 
under the Mexican government.

When Martin died in San Fran- 
cisco in 1890, he ‘was buried in the 
little cemetery of St. Denis near the 
graves of his family. His was the 
Jast burial there. 

PERMISSION GRANTED 

Permission for removal of the re- 
mains from St. Denis to Holy Cross 
cemetery was given by the Most 
Reverend John J. Mitty, Catholic 
Archbishop of San Francisco, and 
by Judge Edmund Scott of the Su- 
perior court of San Mateo county. 

It was requested by Stanford be- 
cause of the difficulty of maintain- 
ing the cemetery, located at an in- 
accessible and isolated spot on the 
campus. 

' The site lies in what he univer- 

sity eventually plans to use as a 

residential area. 

The disinterment was directed by 
Carroll L. Blacker, Stanford super- 
intendent of building and grounds, 
under Father McKeon’s supervision. 
It was carried out by hand-spading 
a trench from one end of the ceme- 
tery to the other, Blacker said. 

At a depth of two feet, it was dis- 
covered that graves could be found 
readily because cf the softness of 
the earth in these places. It was 
then possible to follow a regular 
pattern in locatine the remaining 
praves. 

SHALLOW GRAVES 

Few of the graves were very dcep. 
Most averaged four to five feet; and 
only one ‘was six feet in depth. 
Blacker believes this was probably 
ecauSe limestone was enccuntered 
at a depth of about three feet.
